_ The Wind fitting oy North-Faſt Point, hal 
uch power and influence upon the waters., that 
orced the waves in abundance from the main Oce: 
gn; in{omuch that the bounds of the Earth coull 
j-ot contain the I1mits thereof ; bur {everall inunds, 
tions and breaches were made about Woollage 
Graveſ-end,and other placcs, to the great loſſe and 
dammage of many hungreds of Cattel.; as will ap 
pear by the enſuing Inventory : But this is not all 
a more dreadlul pailage I have here to recite, -vit 
When this tempeſtaous Storm began to make in 
appearance neer JNeptiord, the North-Eaſt VVind 
blew ſo vehemently from the Point, that it made the 
waters riſe above ten foot extraord'nary, and at laſt 
brake down the banks neer Greenwich , and over. 
flowed ze Meadows, drowning many hundreds df 
Cattel. Ai:d about two of the clock in theAfternoon 
the waves eame fo thick and violent one upon ano: 
ther, that they forced down the Piles of wood, and 
made entrance into the Merchants Yard, removing 
great trees and pieces of wood, that 20 horſes could 
{carce move them. But ſo great was the in-let there: 
of, that in halfan hours time , part ofthe Lower. 
fown was 7 foot deep in water, which caufed great 
admiration to all the SpeGators : And each man and 

woman endeavoured to ſhift for themſelves, retirin 
toward

towards the Church and U bpertown, leaving rheir 
goods and chattcl] to the mercy -of the mercileſſe 
waves. The waters ſti} increaſed for the ſpace of an 
bour,cill it came to about ro foot deep ,, equalizing 
in height the ſecond ſtory, inſomuch that the water. 
men were forced to make ule of their boats, forhelp- 
ing both men, women, and children, out at their 
chamber windowes ; yet *tis ſaid that fome have pe- 
riſhed notwithſtanding. 3 
Ic threatned great calamiries to divers perſons,and 
even came home to the door of many ; amongſt the 
reſt, it forced ertrance into one Gammer Farthings 
houlſe,who being turning the ſpit, laden with a gal- 
lart Gooſe, and having two children, one in the cra- 
dle, and another out of it, ran forih to call her hu(- 
band ; but before their return, the houſe was abour 
three foot deep in water ; the cradle floting,wirh the 
child init ; the Goole {wimming ; and rhe other 
child ſaved it ſelt by getting on the top ofa high ta- 
ble : which ſad ſpeCtacle thee father perceiving, ruf:- 
cd up to the middle in water, and brought forth his 
two childrcey. Bat it pleaſed Go about 4 ofthe 
clock the waters abated, and each man laid their hel- 
ping hands for the draining it out of rheir houſes; 
This hapned ſome few hours before the change of

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The power and {tr engith ST, the Waters were of fo 
Scat force , that 'it brake the Cabezlsof the lng ps 
which lay at Anchor in the River.of Thames, and 
forced many to tall foul wpon one another ; bat by 
he great care and vigilancy of the Maſters and Mar- 
riners,the Jois and dammage was po way conſidera- 
ble. 

This inurdacion abounded much, and the limits 
thereof extendcd tar; for as it took its ficſt Riſe from 
the Ocean Seas, '{o it never abated tillit came to the 
very doors of the Inhabitants , ſituated upon the 
brinks of the mouth of'Thames; For at Rye (in 
Effex ) ſhe began to rageabout five of the clock in 
the morning, on Thuriday the firſt inſtant (an un- 
welcome New-years Git; and never abated, till ;
